- Civil Rights Hearing 
| A Strong Possibility 


There is little doubt that the 
Florida Advisory Committee 
to the U. S. Civil Rights Com- 
mission will hold open hearings 
in the Lake Okeechobee area 
in the Fall, said Dr. Hal G. 
Lewis, Committee Chairman. 

$ Dr. Lewis, a professor at the 

University of Florida in the 

College of Education, is com- 

pleting his first year as Chair- 
man of the-Committee on 
which he has served for five 
years. 

The Committee will inquire 
into the state of the civil rights 
of migrant workers in its fall 
hearings, Lewis said. 

g _ "We have just gotten around 
^to the area of migrant work- 
ers,” Lewis said. To date 15 

to 20 hearings have been held 

around the state investigating 
other areas of civil rights. 

“Committee members are 
‘all volunteers with limited time, 
and the Commission itself is 
limited in resources," Lewis 
pointed out. Therefore, he said 
the committee has just gotten 
round to the migrants ín its 
investigations. 

The Committee met in a 

closed session in West Palm 

Beach two weeks ago.: The 

closed session was, Lewis said,

a meeting of his Florida com- 
mittee in late July to deter- 
mine the Lake Okeechobee 
public hearing. However, “the 
open meeting is almost a cer- 
tanty,” he said. 

The Committee's responsib- 
ility for inquiry extends to all 
areas of Civil Rights guaran- 
teed by the constitution and 
specific Civil Rights  Jegisla- 
tion but the committee concen» 
trates in the areas of employ- 
ment, voting, and some side 
areas such as discrimination/in 
hospitals and police treatment, 

“We can't cover everything" 
Lewis said. 

"Employment is cruci 
Most people realize that dis- 
crimination in federal employ- 
ment is against the law but 
fewer realize that court decis- 
ions have extended this to city, 
county, and state employment 
practices. If the City of Belle 
Glade discriminates in hiting. 
this is an area of the violation 
of civil rights.” 

It is this type of thing the 
public hearing will probe as 
well as the specific complaint 
of false deductions of migrant 
wages. 

In the closed hearing of two 
weeks ago every attempt was 
made to hear both sides, Lew- 
is said. 

Belle Glade representatives 
testifying were Charles Roy 
Rev. Henry E. Green, Rev. 
Paul Thompson and Police 
Chief Charles D. Goodlett. 
Pahokee and other committee 
"representative also testified 
as well as Civil Rights workers 
NAACP workers,- representa- 
tives of the Florida Migrant 
Ministry and community aids 
working with migrants in the 
Lake area. The names of those 
testifying were held in confid- 
ence of the committee although 
Dr. Lewis said representatives 
of the office of Economic Op- 
portunity funded Community 
Action Fund, the Palm Beach 
County Community Action 
Council and the Florida Mig- 
rant Ministry were among 
those offering testimony.

Weaver Works For 
4-Laning SR 80 


A direct mail campaign, 
speeches, trip to Tallahassee 
and Washington are just parts 
of the Four Lane State Road 
80 campaign being carried on 
by County Commissioner, E. 
W. “Bud” Weaver. 

“It's beginning to bug me. 
1 wake up thinking about it,” 
Weaver said. 

Weaver, all in the cause of 
a Four Lane 80, is not only 
Josing sleep, but blowing up at 
Commission meetings, signing 
letters by the hundreds, and 
talking up a storm. 

A straw vote is the latest 
idea to be-put into operation 
by Weaver. With the blessing 
of the Tri-County State Road 
80 Committee, which he chairs, 
Weaver is sending out sample 
post cards to Florida County 
Commissions, soliciting their 
help in distributing the cards 
for a state wide straw vote on 
the bonding issue and an ad- 
ditional $.01 gas tax per gal- 
Jon to cover the bonds, 

Weaver is dedicated to the 
additional $.01 gas tax pledg- 
ed to repay a state bond issue 
for critical road construction. 

This tax would cost cach 
person about $12 a year, Wea- 
ver said, assuming a 12,000 
mile year, which is the national 
average, and 10 miles to the 
gallon in fuel consumption. 

“This amounts to buying bet- 
ter roads in small installments 
everytime you tank up," Wea- 
ver said. 

In addition, this method 
would allow the tourist to pay 
a fair share for better roads. 

The most important factor 

from the financial standpoint, 
he said, would be the high rat- 
ing such a repayment program 
would give bonds on the mar- 
ket, allowing for a lower inter- 
est rate and easier bond sales. 
This year the additional gas 
tax would net $25 million, an 
adequate amount to repay the 
bond issue even if, revenue 
does not increase. 
As an added bonus, the re- 
venue is expected to increase 
greatly. In ten years the tour- 
ist influx into Florida is ex- 
pected to reach 40 million 
from the present 17 million, in 
addition to projected popula- 
tion increases. 

The large increase in tour- 
ists can partly be attributed to 
Disneyland in Central Flori- 
da, and first impact of this at- 
traction being expecting in five 
years, Weaver said 
The post cards, allowing pub 
sentiment to be expressed, 
will be tabulated, hopefully in 
Tallahassee. Weaver said he 
will ask Jay Brown, Chairman 
of the State Road Board, for 
Permission to have the cards 
sent to his office where they 


to a realistic Road Bond Is- 
sue. for the State of Florida, 
that will assure the traveler the 
adequate, safe highways to 
which w eare justly entitled." 
The card than calls for a check 
if the sender is in favor of the 
lc increase in gas tax to be 
used for the Bond Issue only. 

The cards will be distributed 
courtesy of the Tri-County 
State Road 80 Committee but 
local donations will have to be 
solicited to the supplement the 
expense of the post card and 
printing, Weaver said, 

"This is not a pressure 
move,” Weaver stated. “In 
fact," he said, “we may even 
be voted down on the gas tax 
issue, but it will give resident 
and tourist alike a voice in the 
issue.” 

The bond issue is vital to 
Florida which is years behind 
other fast growing states in its 
road building program. In ad- 
dition to the straw vote, Wea- 
ver, as Chairman of the Tri- 
County State Road 80 Com- 
mittee, is writing to all legis- 
lators, Road Board members, 
and interested. parties, telling 
them of the Committee's stand 
on the road bond issue. 

The Tri-County State Road 
80 Committee is made up of 
representatives of Glades, Hen- 
dry and Palm Beach Counties 
interested in a cross state four- 
lane State Road. The Commit- 
tee meets as often as is need- 
ed in Clewiston, a mid point. 


The letter states the commit- 
tee stand, stating: 

“The senate Joint Resolu- 
tion, proposing a Road Bond 
Issue which would enable our 
state to assume the responsi- 
bility placed upon it for pro- 
viding adequate highways for 
our traveling public, is definite- 
ly a step in the right direction. 

“Our committee is dedicated 
to the four-laning of State 
Road 80, from West Palm 
Beach to Ft. Myers, but we 
fully recognize the needs over 
the entire state and realize that 
we are not alone in this situa- 
tion. We ask and encourage 
you to pledge your support 
and abilities to a more refin- 
ed and realistic version of the 
Bill that would require the fol- 
lowing 

“First, a firm program of 
construction by the State Road 
Department, ready for- public 
examination, prior to the elec- 
tion in November of this year, 

“Second, repáyment of the 
issue by an additional lc tax 
on gasoline and fuels, (to be 
set aside for this purpose 
ONLY) whereby, resident, 
tourist and commercial inter- 
ests would share in the total 
reimbursement, from a revenue 


source, that would increase 
each year.” 

“We are not trying to pres- 
sure,” Weaver says, “we just 


want to keep tapping them on 
the shoulder, letting them 
know what we need.”

AFTER THE SUMMIT 


The summit meeting be- 
tween President Johnson and 
Premier Kosygin of the Soviet 
Union already is being hailed 
by some, people as a forward 
step in easing the cold war 
tensions of recent weeks, This, 
clearly, is an optimistic view 
for which there is no real sup- 
porting evidence. 

It is true, to be sure, that it 
is better for the two super- 
powers to talk than to fight. 
But the American public 
should not imagine that the 
Íull, complete story of the 
highlevel talks in a small New 
Jersey college town will be re- 
vealed. No one can tell what 
deals or secret understandings 
may have been arrived at by 
Messrs. Johnson and Kosygin. 

Generally speaking, summit 
talks have not been good for 
the United States. President 
Roosevelt held a summit meet- 
ing with Dictator Stalin at Yal- 
ta, and the tragedy flowing 
from that meeting is still af- 
fecting the lives of millions of 
people. Eastern.Europe —half 
^f the historic civilization from 
whence Americans came — 
was included jn the Russian 
political empire because of 
Roosevelt's giveaway at Yalta, 

No doubt Mr. Johnson, who 
has a reputation as a tough 
wheeler-dealer, is a much bet- 
ter negotiator than Mr. Roose- 
velt. Nevertheles, the possibily 
ity of secret agreements i 
frightening. The traditional 
American position with respect 
to international agreements is 
that the U. S. believes in open 
agreements openly arrived at. 
A summit meeting. however, 
is a closed meeting. The pub- 
lic statements issued in 
wake surely gives no one any 
information concerning what 
was discussed or agreed upon. 

Another danger of a sum- 
mit meeting is that it produces 
in the United States a state

of euphoria — a feeling of 
well-being, that is, Serious 
conversations between heads of 
state carry the suggestion of 
reasonableness, whereas ` the 
records show the Russians are 
anything but reasonable. Com- 
munists don't regard negotia- 
tions as a series of straightfor- 
ward discussions but as an op- 
portunity for militant advance 
toward their goals. Commun- 
ists, after all, don't even be- 
lieve in telling the truth. For 
them, “truth” is simply a 
handmaiden of communist in- 
terests 

The American people would 
be wise to bear in mind, in 
the post-summit era, that the 
pattern of Soviet behavior is 
settled, This October, the So- 
viet Union will celebrate the 
50th anniversary of the Octo- 
ber revolution. The govern- 
ment of the USSR is made 
up of revolutionaries. Kosygin, 
at age 15, joined the Red Ar- 
my and fought in the revolu- 
tionary war. In the 1930s and 
1940s, he was a faithful ser- 
vant of Dictator Stalin and 
was made a member of the 
Communist Party's all-power- 
ful Central Committee. In 
short, Kosygin, like the other 
members of Russia's ruling 
team remains a dedicated com- 
munist warrior against the ca- 
pitalist world. These men no 


doubt hope to celebrate the 
SOth anniversary of the Octo- 
ber Revolution with a specta- 
cular political victory over the 
United States, which is the sym 
bol and heartland of modern 
capitalism. 

Americans should never for- 
get they live in an era of com- 
munist challenge and that the 
enemy is stern and ruthless. 
For the last several years, li- 
berals have been saying that 
communism has mellowed and 
that peaceful accommodation 
should be reached with the

A recent statement by Vice 
President Hubert H. Humph- 
rey that food reserves in this 
country "aren't big enough for 
a nation at war." brought to 
mind a quotation from "The 
Song of the Shirt" by the Eng- 
lish poet, Thomas Hood. 

“O God! that bread should 

be so dear, 
and flesh and blood so 
cheap.” 

I believe the observation by 
Mr. Humphrey, made during 
a speech in Chicago in late 
May, is an indication that the 
federal government is awaken- 
ing to the mounting crisis of a 
food shortage in the United 
States. 

As I have stated many times, 
wheat, the staple commodity 
in most countries throughout 
the world, is fast coming to the 
point when it will be in short 
supply. 

The U. S. Agriculture De- 
partment's Foreign Agricul- 
tural Service has reported that 
there will be an estimated 400 
million bushels of wheat in re- 
serve stocks on hand by July 
1. Although this is more than 
six months’ domestic require- 
ments, it does not take into 
consideration that increasing 
need of our armed forces now 
serving overseas. particularly 
in Vietnam. 

The maintenance of ade- 
quate stocks of food is of the 
utmost importance, especially 
in view of the mounting ten- 
sion between the countries of 
the Middle East and in South- 
east Asia and of our commit- 
ments through the United Na- 
tions to preserve freedom

throughout the world. 

As the population of the 
world continues to increase, 
the drain on U. S. surplus 
food stocks will increase, prin- 
cipally because we are totally 
committed to feed the hungry 
nations of the world. 

U. S. Senator George Mc- 
Govern of South Dakota re- 
cently stated, "Food reserves 
in the United States will be 
more valuable than gold, with- 
in seven to eight years, as a 
result of the mounting world 
food and population crisis." 

Representative W. R. (Bob) 
Poage. Chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee, also 
has expressed his views on the 
world war on hunger. He stat- 
ed, “Sharply-declining farm 
prices, unless quickly remed- 
ied, will imperil food abund- 
ance in the United States and 
severely restrict this country's 
participation in a world war 
on hunger." 

This testimony by leading 
members of the U. S. Senate 
and House of Representatives 
is, I believe, irrefutable evid- 
ence that the United States is 
moving toward becoming a de- 
ficit food-producing nation, 

The factors which relate to 
this country's becoming a dé- 
ficit food-producing nation are 
enumerable. They hinge on 


the productive capacity of our „ 


farmers, the world population 
explosion, U. S. foreign policy 
and on the vagaries of nature. 
to cite but a few. 

In an April 20 speech to the 
Federation of American So- 
cieties for Experimental Bio- 
logy in Chicago, U. S. Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Orville

Freeman stated, “We know 
that, alone, we cannot feed 
the world. Alone, we cannot 
even long stem the tide of 
hunger." 

The United States has been 
trimming it surplus food re- 
serves since 1961, and these 
now stand at one of the low- 
est levels in our history. 

Because there has been less 
wheat for food aid programs, 
other grain now is being sup- 
plied in place of wheat, so that 
the food grain requirements 
of the less developed countries 
are largely being met. 

The food for freedom pol- 
icy of the United States has 
been reshaped because there 
has been a long-standing draw- 
down in our own domestic sur- 
plus stocks. 


What are adequate reserves? 
In Dade County, for ex- 
ample, food stores maintain 
only a three-week supply of 
food. Other metropolitan areas 
across our nation are in simi-

lar circumstances. This is not afg Glade Church « 


an adequate supply of food 
for emergencies. 

American agriculture is the 
greatest marvel in the history 
of mankind, as far as produc- 
tivity per capita is concerned, 
However, I can forsee the time 
when this productive capacity 
could be overburdened. 

We could find ourselves fac- 
ed, in the not too distant fut- 
ure, with the same imbalance 
of trade which forced England 
to trade buses to Cuba for 
sugar. 

A food deficit such as that 
would result in the greatest 
gold drain on this country that 
we have every seen.

In many parts of the country, “mums” are associated only 
with football and the local florist. 

Floridians—especially avid gardeners—are fortunate en- 
ough to be able to include the varied and beautiful chrysanthe- 
mum family in home plantings. The extensive color range, type 
and size of the flowers and growth characteristics tend to in- 
crease the popularity of this fine garden subject especially 
noted for its excellent show of color in the fall months. 

Well-drained soil that contains an abundance of organic 
matter is necessary for growth, A three to four-inch layer of 
peat or other organic matter should be worked into low org- 
anic soils to a depth of six to-eight inches when the bed is 
prepared. Two to three applications of 6-6-6 fertilizer at the 
rate of one pound per square foot during the growing season 
is usually sufficient to. produce a good crop of flowers in the 


Liquid fertilizer also may be used and applied at four- 
week intervals as recommended. It is best to keep the material 
off the foliage when applying fertilizer to prevent burning 


Chrysanthemums are propagated by cuttings, offsets or 
division of the old parent stock. Tip cuttings of new growth 
of the parent stock are best since many of the disease pests of 
chrysanthemums overwinter on the parent clumps. 


For mass effect. space rooted cuttings or offsets 12x16 in- 
ches. For individual plant effect space cuttings 18x24 inches. 
In dividing parent clumps. the plants should be dug in early 
spring. They can be separated into as many parts as there 
are vigorous rooted shoots. 

Support may be necessary for chrysanthemums whether 
grown in beds or as specimen plants. Plants grown in a bed 
can be held upright by running wires lengthwise and strings 
crosswise in the beds at eight inch intervals. A stake should 
be placed close to individual plants at the time of planting 
Roots are often injured when stakes are driven into the ground 
near the plant after it is established 

After the plants have grown six to eight inches tall, about 
la of the stem or "break" should be removed. leaving three 
sets of leaves, When the lateral breaks are six to eight inches 
long. they too can be pinched. thus building a good bushy

15. Later pinching will remove flower buds and produce an 
undesirable spray of flowers.

Fathers know that it is ex- 
ceedingly dangerous for their 
teen-age daughters to have 
their wits and their moral sen- 
sitivities dulled by alcohol, 
with many unscrupulous males 
around to take advantage of 
them in any time of weakness.

Never yield 
to social pressure when it goes 
against your conscience.” 

EXAMPLE IMPORTANT 

We suggest that this advice, 
when backed up by the kind 
of example which a father 
should be setting for his chil- 
dren, will be effective. The 
children will know that it 
takes backbone to hold to their 
own principles when those a- 
round them do not adhere to 
the same code. But it will pay. 

One day, I asked a friend 
of mine who is a heavy drink- 
er — and who has had to 
suffer the consequences — 
what effect he thought this 
would have on his children. 
His reply startled me. 

"I don't believe they'll touch 
a drop,” he said. "We tell 
them, "Don't do as we do. Do 
as we tell you." 

Is this the kind of example 
you are setting?

ful" Jimmy's father » reports. 
“Jimmy had about a 50-50 
chance for complete correc- 
tion and he came through by 
prayers,” His father said. 

The five-year-old boy was 
born with blockage in his pul- 
monary artery, restricting the 
flow of blood from his heart, 
and a hole in the valve be- 
tween his right and left ventri- 
cle. 

Jimmy's parents suspected 
something wrong with their 
son shorüy before he was 
born, when the attending ob- 
stetrician noticed a skipping 
in the baby's heartbeat. Later 
they were more certain 
Jimmy stopped breathing and 
turned blue. He was less than 
a week old. 

Despite their suspicions, Mr. 
and Mrs. Blinko were not told 
of Jimmy's heart defect until 
he was about a month old. 
Afterward, arrangements were 
made to keep close watch on 
him. At Children's Cardiac 
Hospital, Miami, Jimmy was 
given angiograms periodically 
to check his blood vessels, and 
a routine check-up every 
month. Complete reports were 
kept by Children's Cardiac 
and a copy was sent to Dr. 
Litwak in New York. 

When Jimmy was 7 months 
old, a 9-hour 'Shupt' opera- 
tion was performed on him at 
Children's Cardiac. This oper- 
ation, the first of its kind per- 
formed in Florida, was to re- 
pair his malfunctioning pul- 
monary artery until Jimmy 
was old enough to have open- 
heart surgery. His parents were 
told that if he had not had 
this operation he would have 
died within 3 or 4 months.
